THE SYSTEM CALLED CAPITALISM 

An international organization of churches has gone on 
record as being opposed to communism on the one hand, and 
what it calls ‘laissez-faire capitalism’’ on the other hand. The 
system which it holds out as the ideal seems to be a middle-of- 
the-road socialism, much like that which the Labor government 
has been putting into effect in England. 

It may be that a mild form of socialism has a theoretical 
appeal. Certainly, no one can oppose the goal of greater eco- 
nomic security for all people. But the harsh fact is that every 
step in the direction of total government, no matter how short 
it may be initially, makes the next step inevitable. That is hap- 
pening in England, where a form of forced labor is now in effect. 
When a man cannot change his job without the permission of 
the state, and when the state becomes a mass employer, there 
is nothing to protect the people from ultimate dictatorship. The 
fact that Mr. Atlee and his leaders are men of good will is not 
the point. They will be followed by other men, and the govern- 
ment is deliberately building up the powers which prepare the 
way for a man on a white horse — for a Hitler or a Mussolini. 

No intelligent man denies that there are faults in the 
capitalist system. But the big thing to remember is that the 
faults constantly become fewer and are possible of correction 
by the people. No other system ever placed in practice has 
shown so great capacity for self-improvement. And no other 
system has given the masses of the people a tithe as much in 
the way of material benefits and luxuries.

Stalin Tells Stalin the Truth 

First it must be remembered 
that the interview was with a 
Pravda (Truth!) correspondent. 
The questions were as carefully 
planted as were the replies. ‘Is 
it true,’’ asks Stalin of himself,

ment had already been reached 
among the Four Powers on the 
question of Berlin?’”’ ‘‘Why, yes,” 
he answers himself, ‘‘that is true,” 
and then explains to himself that 
the other three powers declared 
the agreement null and void, ‘‘i.e. 
they violated the agreement.” 


The Russian Squeeze Begins 

Let’s look at the facts with a 
brief explanation of background. 
Between April 1 and June 16 
(take note of the dates) the 
Soviet Military Commander de- 
manded that all passenger and 
freight trains from the Western, 
zone of Germany to the Western- 
Powers sector of Berlin be checked 
by Soviet authorities; he claimed 
that any regulations were a mat- 
ter of Russian control alone; he 
interfered with barge traffic to 
Berlin; and he tried to interfere 
with railroad traffic in the Amer- 
ican sector of Berlin. 
And Tightens 

On June 18 the Western Powers 
instituted a new money currency 
for Western Germany, but not for 
the Western sector of Berlin.

This 
meant Four-Power agreement. 
When they came to talk turkey, 
the three powers found that 
Marshal Sokolovsky took a differ- 
ent stand.

Berlin currency would be under 
Soviet control exclusively; and 
further discussions on rail traffic 
restrictions would be opened only 
if the Western powers would agree 
to restrict their air lift operations.
